F T he coroner after a careful investi­ 
gation and close ex am ination of the 
w itnesses in the inq uest held y ester­ 
day and today in the m atter of the 
death of A ustin Joy ce, found it diffi­ 
c ult to decide 
w hether or not the 
deceased 
com m itted suicide or was 
drow ned accidentally . 
C ontrary to some reports th at were 
spread about tow n, no one saw the 
deceased jum p, nor in the a ttitud e of 
jum ping. 
The tw o colored m en, Somers and 
M abra, who were a t w ork w ith a team 
nearby testified to seeing the deceased 
on the bridge, and saw him w ithout 
his h at and coat on, w alking across and 
near the edge of the bridge. 
Just a 
few m inutes later as they approached 
the place they saw Mr. Joy ce’s feet 
sticking out of the w ater and they 
called for help. 
W alter D. 
Hedges, of 
the green 
house, heard the cry of M abra and 
Somers for help and w ent a t once to 
the race and after a struggle succeeded 
in getting the body out and did all in 
his pow er to resuscitate the old gen­ 
tlem an. 
Dr. 0 . H. Parsons was called as a 
w itness and testify th at on last S a tur­ 
day , A pril 30th, he was called to the 
home of the decedent by relatives and 
found Mr. Joy ce alm ost dead as the 
result of a sinking spell and it was 
w ith great difficulty th a t lie was re ­ 
vived, and the doetor furth er stated 
th a t his condition w as very poorly and 
th a t he did not have m uch vitality . 
T his was about all the evidence of 
any great im portance, and loft tw o 
theories—one th a t the decedent d elib­ 
e ra te ly took off his h at and coat and 
being tem porarily out of reason, as a 
result of his illness, jum ped into the 
race w ith the intention of ending his 
life. 
The other theory and the one 
upon w hich 
the coroner 
m ade his 
finding 
was th a t the deceased was 
w arm from over ex ertion and the dav 
being ex trem ely pleasant took off his 
coat and hat and w alked across the 
bridge to the side w here he could get 
closer to the w ater to get a drink or 
perhaps to dam pen his handkerchief to 
place inside his h a t and accidently fell 
head first into the w ater and on ac­ 
count. of his feeble condition was un­ 
able to save him self. 
The m ajority of the peop|p are in­ 
clined to take th is view of the case 
and the coroner also decided the case 
on th at theory r. 
H is verdict, in part, reads as fol­ 
lows : 
S tate of Indiana, R ush county , ss. : 
I , F rank H. G reen, coroner of said 
county , having ex am ined the body of 
A ustin Joy ce and heard the testim ony 
of the w itnesses w hich is hereto a t­ 
tached, do hereb}r find th at the said 
deceased came to his death on the 5th 
day of May , 19 04, and th at death was 
due to accidental drow ning, said ac­ 
cident being 
superinduced 
by 
de­ 
ceased 
condition, age 
and general 
debility .

w hich, ow ing to the sh ifting of popu­ 
lation since it wTas enacted, is said to 
contain greater ineq ualities than the 
act of 19 03. 
It is intim ated th a t the 
court m ay take this view of the case 
and sustain the present law.

able to reach his destination. 


Mukden, May 7 .—Viceroy Alex leff 
has arrived here.

C hicago division, near w here the ra il­ 
road crosses the line of R ipley and 
F ranklin counties. 


St. 
Petersburg, 
May 7 .—Japanese 
troops sw arm ing across the narrow 
neck of the Liao Tung peninsula, the 
railroad 
and 
telegraph 
com m unica­ 
tions cut and the Russian G ibraltar 
Isolated and left to its own resources— 
all this the R ussians seem to accept 
with great stoicism . 
These events have been anticipated 
since the outbreak of the war, and the 
authorities, in a sense, appear to be 
relieved now that the blow has fallen. 
They assert that the fortress Is im­ 
pregnable and amply provisioned to 
stand a siege for a y ear, and th at It 
can hold out until the tim e comes to 
relieve it. 
According to official inform ation the 
landing of troops from six ty transports 
began sim ultaneously at Pitsew o and 
Cape Term inal on the m orning of May 
6 . 
It is also reported that troops are 
being landed at Klnchow, but thla Is 
not credited, 
as 
the 
R ussians are 
known to nave fortifications there and 
it is not believed th at the Japanese 
had the daring to land Im mediately 
under an entrenched 
position from 
which the R ussians could inflict severe 
Injury on them . 
Complete details of the landing are 
lacking owing to the Interruption of 
com m unication. 
No resistance 
was 
made, the few Cossacks who observed 
the m ovem ent retiring when the w ar­ 
ships shelled the shore preparatory to 
disem barkation. 
Ten thousand men 
were put ashore Thursday and the dis­ 
em barkation was proceeding y esterday 
at the tim e th at com m unication ceas­ 
ed. 
It is believed that there are over 
£ 0,000 now on land preparing for a for­ 
ward movement. 
Two Japanese regim ents were hur­ 
ried westward y esterday m orning to 
cut the railroad and telegraph commu­ 
nication. One of these fired on a train 
convey ing the wounded from Port Ar­ 
thur. 
It was because he was convinced 
th at Port A rthur was about to be out 
off th at Viceroy Alex leff, accom panied 
by his staff and Grand Duke Boris left 
hastily . 
On Thursday several train­ 
loads of sick and wounded and other 
ineffectives 
were 
dispatched 
north­ 
ward. 
It is reported here th at the Japanese 
ships bom barded Port A rthur early on 
the m orning of May 6 , and succeeded 
at last in closing the entrance, but no 
official confirm ation of the latter sta te ­ 
m ent can be obtained 
The ex act hour 
at which com m unication with the Rus­ 
sian stronghold ceased has not been 
established. 
The strength of the garrison at Port 
A rthur is not revealed by the authori­ 
ties. who will only say th at it is ade­ 
q uate for defensive purposes. It is not 
believed th at the force there ex ceeds 
10,000 soldiers. 
A large force is not 
considered necessary , as was shown 
from the recent w ithdraw al of some 
of the troops who were simply a drain 
on the resources of the garrison. 
The fleet m ust now take a secondary 
position and the sailors will be used 
to man the shore guns If necessary . 
Vice Admiral Skry dloff and Vice Ad­ 
m iral Bezobrazoff cannot now reach 
P ort A rthur and will probably go to 
V ladivostok to Join the cruiser sq uad­ 
ron there. 
Rear Admiral W lttsoeft, 
who was left in charge of the fleet by 
Viceroy Alex leff, will direct opera­ 
tions at Port A rthur. 
W lttsoeft 
is a 
good officer, and it is believed he will 
render ex cellent service. 
The receipt o f news at a ny time o f 
a decisive battle 
near Feng W ang 1 
Cheng will not cause surprise 
here, * 
and a lrea dy rumo rs a re circula ting in 
1 


the city , which, ho wev er, la ck v erifi- 
ca tio a a nd a re believ ed to be untrue, 
tha t a ba ttle ha s been to ught; tha t 
the 
J a pa nese ha v e been defea ted with 
h^a v y less, a nd tha t Genera l Kura * 
pa t kin wa s wo unded. 
Ano ther rumo r 
is in circula tio n tha t Po rt Arthur ha s 
been ca ptured, but this a lso is sco uted 
in respo nsible qua rters.
